At one time, it is 
told, there were 100 arastras at work 
along the Hassayampa River, near the 
town. It had its greatest prosperity 
after the discovery of the Vulture 
mine, twelve miles distant, the great- 
est gold mine ever known in the 
Southwest. Now the Vulture is being 
reopened on modern lines, and ail 
around Wickenburg there is activity 
in a dozen mining sections. The town 
is a sizable one. with its own news- 
paper, an ice plant, town government 
and an electric light and power plant, 
designed to supply the mines of the 
locality, and is so situated that its 
future growth seems assured. A move 
has been made for the establishment 
at Wickenburg of a central smelting 
and concentrating plant. 

For about ten mites from Wicken- 
burg the track winds along the his- 
torle Hassayampa River, then passing 
through foothills to Morristown, the 
junction point for the renowned Castle 
Hot Springs. Then there is a short 
stretch of plain, soon to watered from 
storage works now building. The Agua 
Fria River is crossed and the traveler 
enters the real Salt River Valley, 
passing through the farming villages 
of Peoria and Glendale before he ar- 
rives in Phoenix, the capital and me- 
tropolis of Arizona.
